On 23rd July 1962, Constable Pandurang Yeshwant 
Tandale and Constable Sahibrao Vishwariath Shinde , attached 
to the Railway Police Station , Sholapur, were escorting the 
accused in a theft case from Dhond to Shol apur.

Constable 
Shinde also followed in pursuit of the prisoner and though in 
jumping off the train received injuries, including a fractured 
arm , he chased the accused and apprehended him .
